No. 14-1TC(PN)/M. —Attention is Invited to Item 10 at Annexure II to Appen¬ 
dix 23 of the Import T-ade Control Pollev Book for April, 1985—March, IMS 
published under PubUc Notice No. 56-TTC(PN) /8B dated 22nd July, 1965, accord¬ 
ing to which import of machinery etc. for 10 per cent of the f.o.b. value of export 
and import of permissible types of chemicals and abrasives for 5 per cent of f.o.b. 
value of exports within the overall entitlement of 80 per cent could be effected. 


2, It has now Deen decided that within the above entitlement of 80 per cent 
against, export of pearls (Veal or culturedl import of precious or semi-precious" 
stones, unset, and uncut, falling under Part IV1253 and/or diamonds, uncut and 
unset, falling under Part V 'fil could also be permitted for Import upto 20 per cent 
of the f.o.b. value of exports. 
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a The existing entry under column No. 7 against item No. 10 in Annexure II 
•1 Appendix 23 may now read as follows: — 

“Within the overall import entitlement specified in Col um n No. 8. 

(i) upto 20 per cent of the f.ob. value of exports may be utilised for 
import of precious or semi-precious stones, unset and uncut, falling 
under Part IV/253 or/and diamonds uncut and. unset falling under 
Part V/61. 

(ii) upto 10 per cent of the f.o.b. value of exports may be utilised for im¬ 

port of machinery, equipment, testing apparatus, tools and imple¬ 
ments as required for industry and as permissible to Actual Users 
and Established Importers but the import of microscopes and acces¬ 
sories, microscope slides and cover glasses should not exceed 5 per 
cent of the said 10 per cent entitlement. 

(iii) upto 6 per cent of f.o.b. value of export may be utilised for import of 

permissible types of chemicals abrasives. 

4. The above ame n dmen t will be applicable to exports of pearls real or cul¬ 
tured, made on or after the date of this Public Notice.
